Traverse City, 116 miles, and Muske- 
gon, 173 miles 

The planes will leate Camp Skeel 
in the morning or at noon of one 
day,. remain overnight at the ad- 
vanced airdrome and return to camp 
the next morning.

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TO PREVENT STRIKES. 


News of a most important con- 
ference is. published» this morning, 
being the. result of efforts by the 
American Bar Association in‘ con- 
sultation with the. American . Fed- 
eration of Labor to bring about 
legal methods of both preventing and 
adjusting industrial disputes. . The 
subject is one: which the Bar. Asso- 
ciation has long had under consid- 
eration. Varied projects have been 
laid before its committees, One of 
these has been the plan to create a 
special industrial court with power 
of coercion over the parties to a 
given controversy. But the present 
decision has been to strive for a 
measure embodying the idea of vol- 
untary arbitration rather than com- 
pulsory. The ‘question has been 
raised whether’ it' would not be .pos- 
sible to: pursue the analogy of the 
Federal Arbitration’ law providing 
for settlement of commercial -dis- 
putes and to apply it to collec- 
tive bargaining between Capital and 
Labor. 

Already an outline of the desired 
legislation has been agreed upon 
and public hearings on it are to be 
held at the Bar Association Building 
in New York for three days begin- 
ning on Thursday, Feb. 16: Oppor- 
tunity will be given both to advo- 
cates and opponents ofthe project. 
It has the approval of the President 
of the American Bar Association, 
Mr. Sitas H. STRAWN, who speaks 
with special appreciation of “ the 
“helpful spirit manifested by the 
“ American Federation of Labor.” It 
may be said that not for years have 
relations between organized labor 
and the large employers been’ so 
satisfactory as they are today. It 
seems to, be an auspicious time to 
take a‘ forward step safeguarding 
what may easily be a more troub- 
lous future. In any case, the plan 
is up. for. discussion. It has excel- 
lent backing both among lawyers 
and among labor leaders, but it 
doubtless will also find many: critics 
and objectors. The public Hearings 
are meant to give a chance to all. 
If the plan is wrong, let it be 
shown to be. But if it is right and 
full of promise, let it be proceeded 
with as one of the most éncourag- 
ing signs of industrial peace any- 
where visible.

THE GOLD STANDARD AND 
TRADE. 


That. the return of the rest of the 
world to the gold standard and the 
stable currency which most nations 
had ‘been ‘forced ‘to abandon in the 
economic strain of.wartime, is an 
event of foremost importance in the 
financial ‘situation of today all ex- 
perienced observers recognize: » Mr. 
OGDEN MILLS, speaking for himself 
and the Treasury to the Franco- 
American Chamber .of _Commerce 
last Thursday, recalled what. has 
been accomplished during the tast 
year and a half. Even’ before that 
period Great. Britain, Holland and 
the Britisk Dominions had resumed 
free gold payments. Germany had 
built up a new and stable gold cur- 
rency on the ruins of the old one. 
In Austria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary 
and Yugoslavia the currency has 
been held for a year or more at ‘an 
unvarying gold value. Since the 
middle of 1926 Italy, Poland, India; 
Denmark, Esthonia, Argentina, Ec- 
uador and Brazil have been “added 
“to the countries whose currencies 
“are legally on a gold or gold- 
“exchange standard.” .Among the 
larger nations, only France now re- 
mains with a currency not legally 
stabilized. But the Bank of France 
has held the currency at.a fixed val- 
uation since the end of 1926: The re- 
sultant change in the French finan- 
cial situation has been “one of the 
“ most amazing chapters in financial 
“history,” and nobody doubts that 
legal return to gold payments, post- 
poned only for political reasons, 
could be achieved by the Govern- 
ment at any moment. 

This reversion to sound currencies 
has occurred so gradually that even 
financial markets have not yet clear- 
ly grasped its remarkable character 
or its implication for the finan- 
cial future, Certainly, no one who 
watched the economic confusion ‘of 
continental Europe during 1919 or 
1923could -have imagined such res- 
toration of normal conditions within 
half a dozen years; there were bank- 
ers and economists who then de- 
scribed continental Europe as a 
“sunken ship”? and put the question 
“ whether we can raise her at all.” 
As recently as 1926, when the gold 
value of the French, Italian and 
Belgian currencies was swept down 
in a seemingly disastrous collapse, 
very few would have been bold 
enough to predict that before the 
end of 1927 gold :payments would 
have been legally restored in Bel- 
gium and Italy, and that France 
would have safeguarded her cur- 
rency by the largest accumulation 
of foreign gold credits in her history. 

With the panorama changing thus 
swiftly, it is not surprising that the 
deeper significance of world-wide re- 
turn to sound gold currencies should 
largely. have escaped notice. Even 
during the process of preliminary 
stabilization” most of the discus- 
sion had converged on the pains and 
difficulties which were bound to at- 
tend the discarding of depreciating 
currencies and the false prosperity 
that had accompanied depreciation. 
In particular, France and ° Italy 
were preoccupied with the questions 
whether their people would be able 
to endure the hardships of deflation, 
whether their home trade would not 
be wrecked ‘by. the fall of previously 
inflated prices. and’ their foreign 
trade be crippled by loss of export 
markets, captured through the low 
gold-price of goods*measured in a 
depreciated exchange market. 

Deflation has now been faced, not 
without unsettlement.in the trade of 
the countries concerned, but certain-

These incidents of “ stabilization ” 
have occurred only in what may be 
called the trahsition period; they do 
not show what will follow adjust- 
ment. of international finance and 
trade to the new conditions. But 
on that point the testimony of expe- 
rience is emphatic. In every. coun- 
try which has successfully emerged 
from depreciated \money—not least 
of all with England a century ‘ago 
and the United States of the *80s— 
the reasonably early sequel has been 
not only return of home. prosperity 
but immense in¢réase of foreign 
trade. To the present possibilities 
of expansion in international trade 
once it can be conducted on the basis 
of world-wide. stability for values, it 
is not easy to place a limit.- We 
have already seen practically every 
other branch of economic. activity 
except ocean trade rising to unprece- 
dented magnitude since the peace, 
and there is no reason to expect in- 
ternational commerce to lag behind 
much longer. If home prosperity 
and foreign trade in the rest: of the 
world revive as they have usually 
done under parallel circumstances in 
the past, redistribution of our own 
country’s superfluous gold might 
logically follow; not only because 
these foreign countries would need 
larger gold reserves in financing 
their larger trade, but because the 
economic law which drives gold from 
a depreciated-money State will no 
longer apply to them. 


BLASCO IBANEZ. - 


Probably no Spanish novelist ever 
had the resounding contemporary 
fame of VICENTE BLASCO IBANEZ, 
who ‘died on Saturday. Other 
Spanish writers have had a more 
critical and judicious approval 
abroad, But it has been by com- 
parison limited. Men like VALERA 
and GALDOs had a finer literary art 
than his, but it appealed to only 
narrow foreign circles. This was 
true also of VALDES and Sefiora 
PARDO BAZAN, who, at the peak of 
their vogue, had many admirers in 
other countries, but never had the 
good fortune, or perhaps the desire, 
to capitalize cosmopolitan renown 
as IBANEZ was able to do. 

Dealing with him strictly as a 
writer of fiction, it has freely to be 
admitted that in many ways he 
was in the great Spanish tradition. 
For one thing, he was very prolific. 
Ise could shake from his sleeve two 
new novels a year with the greatest 
ease. And the themes which he at 
first used were congenial studies of 
national character, although from 
the first he allowed his own Repub- 
lican sympathies to appear. One of 
the best of his first flight was “The 
Cathedral,” in which the long ro- 
mance of Toledo was tied up with 
personal adventure. In this volume 
IBANEZ took what was for a Span- 
iard the heretical position that the 
long contest to expel the Moors 
from Spain was a mistake, and that 
the two cultures should have been 
peacefully blended, as, in fact, they 
have been to a large extent in spite 
of all that happened. 

All these beginnings were forgot- 
ten by most people when IBANEZ 
became an international figure, 
everywhere famous in the movies, 
notorious as a stout critic of other 
countries, and finally audacious 
enough to launch those attacks 
against the King of Spain and the 
Spanish Dictator which compelled 
him thereafter to live in exile. 
From that day he seemed to pass 
from literature into politics. .Cer- 
tainly, as a writer, he was never the 
same man again. Fortunately, like 
ZOLA, he had a large body of good 
work to his credit. before he set out 
to become a, public prosecutor in- 
stead of a writer of novels. 


MOVIE CENSORSHIP. 


A well-organized minority is able 
to maintain and even to spread cen- 
sorship of the movies in spite of the 
apparent desire of the majority to 
abolish it. The great producing 
firms have not been able to prevent 
activity by certain State boards of 
review ahd other organizations, some 
of them self-appointed. If this scat- 
tered censorship accomplished what 
it set out to do, we might approve 
of it, but it is in most cases so weak 
in judgment, so prejudiced and fool- 
ish that it becomes a source of 
either irritation or ridicule. 

Qne point made against it at Sat- 
urday’s meeting of a thousand rep- 
resentativés of all kinds of movie 
interests was the importance of 
keeping so broad an influence free. 
The movies have an effect. of some 
kind on the millions who see them. 
Everybody hopes-it will be an, en- 
nobling, beneficial, enriching one. 
Not all movies can be educative and 
nothing more. “Even the censors 
would agree to that, Those movies 
which are offered solely as enter- 
tainment are the most widely seen. 
They should not be degrading or de- 
moralizing. © ere they are seen by 
large crowds of children and very 
young people it, is particularly im- 

that they should ‘not’ falsify 
life. Censors 
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decisions of one person, or of 
a politically appointed committee, 


ought to be seen: If the censors fear 
for the’morals of a people, let them 
consider the great growth in recent 
years-of @ kind of ‘self ip. 
‘The public has become to some ex- 
tent its own censor. Its attitude has 
compelled movie producers to watch 
the films’ closely for scenes which 
might be considered distasteful any- 
where in the. world. The enormous 
size and extent of the movie public 
have brought about something like 
an automatic censorship. 


A EUROPEAN WEEK-END.

Europe, concludes by asking who is 
really stupid in this business.’ Mvus- 
SOLINI might disavow the acts of his 
gun manufacturers, but seemingly 
prefers to make an issue by oppos- 
ing a League of Nations investiga- 
tion. Germany is equally opposed to 
an inquiry, for the’ supposed reason 
that she does not herself wish to be 
investigated by the League some 
day in the matter of hidden arms. 
France, from the opposite point of 
view, wants an inquiry, and. her 
more hot-headed sons are already 
saying that here is a reason for 
staying im the Rhineland. Great 
Britain is inclined. to forget the 
matter, and here the reason may be 
far from stupid or selfish. The mys- 
terious machine-guns are not worth 
fomenting into a European problem. 

Stupidity fully as much as wicked- 
ness will explain the latest bur- 
lesque put by the German die-hards 
of the Ludendorffian stripe. They 
have staged a mock.festival in honor 
of “Kaiser PARKER GILBERT” and 
his “ Dawes Bible.” They invite the 
attention of their countrymen to the 
iniquity of this American monarch 
of 32 and his retinue of forty-odd 
assistants battening on the German 
people to the extent of 190,000 marks 
a year. It is stupid because a good 
many Germans will be moved to 
compare Kaiser GILBERT'S salary and 
expenses with Kaiser HOHENZOL- 
LERN’S civil list and wonder from 
whom the German people has got 
more for its money. The cost of 
the Reparations Agency, $42,500 an- 
nually, may be compared with the 
very handsome allowance which 
WILLIAM II is now enjoying as the 
result of his compromise with the 
Reichstag some time ago, One thing 
is certain: the cause of the German 
Republic has suffered very little by 
the Junker harlequinade at Berlin. 

On the whole, it has been a normal 
European week-end, with some 
alarums and some malice and some 
stupidity and some irritations and 
some gains. Warsaw is once more 
exercised by the behavior of the 
Lithuanian Government now nego- 
tiating with Berlin.. The German- 
Lithuanian quarrel over Memel, it 
is feared, is being adjusted at the 
expense of Poland. But the out- 
sider will be glad that the quarrel 
over Memel is being adjusted. He 
will also note that the famous 
“ war-cloud” between Poland and 
Soviet Russia has completely dis- 
appeared and the two are now get- 
ting ready to discuss commercial 
treaties. On the whole, normal 
Continental weather. 


WASHINGTON BICENTENNIAL. 


A year ago President CooLmpGs, in 
the name of the George Washington 
Bicentennial Commission, of which 
he is ex officio Chairman, issued a 
public call for suggestions for the 
nation-wide celebration in 1932. 
The commission reports that it has 
received some forty definite pro- 
posals and is now engaged in sift- 
ing them. It must walk circum- 
spectly. On an-occasion of this im- 
portance, when national and State 
Governments will no doubt make 
appropriations for the fitting recog- 
nition of such a red-letter day in 
the country’s history, some individ- 
uals, as too often in the case of 
expositions, may find their patriotic 
imaginations stirred by the hope of 
private gain. The commission should 
be able to take their measure easily. 
It is proceeding carefully, having 
given its definite sanction to only 
one ‘project so far: Professor 
ALBERT BUSHNELL HART’S unexcep- 
tionable plan for the systematic 
publication. of works by and about 
the first President, Mrs. LUCRETIA 
PERRY OSBORN’S collection of WaAsH- 
INGTON’S own utterances might well 
furnish a valuable preface. 

Naturally, the exercises in com- 
memoration of the 200th anniver- 
sary of GEORGE WASHINGTON’S birth 
will cluster about three spots—his 
birthplace, his home, and the city 
which he planned as the capital of 
the new nation, Mount Vernon is 
already splendidly cared for, but 
Wakefield, where WASHINGTON was 
born, was until recently “a monu- 
ment only of neglect.” So says the 
National Commission of Fine Arts,

,| Soclation, which hopes to see the 
house itself rebuilt and the Colonial 


garden restored. This may be a 
feature of the bicentennial cele-~ 


bration. 

Another project. which has met 
with’ much ‘favor is the proposed 
boulevard from Washington to Mount 
Vernon by way of Alexandria. ‘The 
National ’ Capital Park and Planning 
Commission in its latest report 
speaks enthusiastically of this plan. 
The boulevard would follow the 
bank of the Potomac and there 
would be a chance to acquire much 
of the land between it. and the river 
for park purposes.. This and other 
suggestions, such as the architects’ 
scheme for a terrace at the foot of 
the Washington Monument, will in 
due course receive consideration at 
the hands of the official commission. 
It is. an unusually representative 
body, composed of Government of- 
ficials,; spokesmen for the various 
patriotic . societies “and prominent 
private citizens. The anniversary is 
now only four years off and plans 
must be shaped promptly if the oc- 
casion is to be celebrated with 
proper dignity and scope. 


PAYING THE GUARDIANS AT 
THE GATE. 


A bill increasing the pay of im- 
migration inspectors has received 
favorable attention in the Senate 
Committee on Immigration and will 
shortly be acted upon by Congress. 
Even opponents of immigration re- 
striction have admitted the neea 
of some such measure, as they know 
the importance of the work which 
the inspectors perform. These men 
pass on human material, yet they 
receive less than the customs offi- 
cers who examine goods or than 
the prohibition agents who are 
supposed to prevent the passage 
of rum. Although their work re- 
quires exceptional tact and judg- 
ment, and their experience is not 
easily replaceable, the Government 
continues to pay them a minimum 
wage, without compensation for ex- 
tra time, and without hope of mate- 
rial increase in pay for long service. 

The new Reed bill provides that 
there shall be six grades of immigra- 
tion inspectors, of which the first 
five are to receive salaries ranging 
from $2,100 to $3,000 a year. The 
sixth grade.is to be paid at higher 
rates, within the discretion of the 
Secretary of Labor. ‘The bill further 
provides that there shall be progres- 
sion from one grade to another ac- 
cording to tenure of service. It also 
authorizes expenditure for transpor- 
tation of the families of inspectors 
who are assigned to foreign posts or 
ordered from one American immi- 
gration station to another. 

These may be described as the 
minimum requirements of the ser- 
vice. It has been estimated that if 
put into effect they will increase 
the cost of the immigration service 
by about $130,000. Students of the 
subject are of the opinion that the 
morale of the service would be 
strengthened if the transfer from 
grade to grade were to be made more 
certain than is provided in the Reed 
bill. In other words, they feel that 
if the inspector knows that each 
year he will be advanced until he 
has reached Grade 5, instead of, 
as provided in the Reed bill, that the 
transfers to the higher grades shall 
be made for only a proportion of 
those in the lower grades, he will 
approach his work with greater se- 
curity. They point out that this could 
be done for an additional sum of 
about $50,000, making the total in- 
crease about $180,000. 

This is a detail which remains to 
be threshed out in Congress. The 
essential thing is to raise the pay so 
that the men will be adequately com- 
pensated. At present nearly half 
of them receive only between $1,860 
and $2,000 a year. .When the nature 
of their work is considered, this is 
a pittance. As the guardians at the 
gate, they not only pass in future 
Americans but give them their first 
impression of the American Govern- 
ment. Itis to their credit that they 
have continued to carry on their most 
difficult: work cheerfully, with the 
knowledge that their colleagues in 
other branches of the Government 
services have been receiving in- 
creased salaries while they have 
been neglected. Whatever our im- 
migration policy, those who admin- 
ister it should be properly paid.

Misunderstandings and ‘unhappy 
home conditions have been at the 
bottom of most of the recent cases 
of runaway girls, according to the 
Travelers’ Aid Society. During 1927 
it found and cared for 346 of them. 
A desire for adventure, or to seek a 
fortune, or to win fame on the stage 
or in the movies was often added to 
discontent in the family circle as a 
reason for leaving home. 

They come from all classes cf life— 
children of wealthy parents, writers, 
artists as well as miners and factory 
workers. Among them were girls of 
all ages. Last year there were two 
4-year-olds who decided to live their 
own life, and one runaway of 80, still 
insurgent, who turned up at the 
Pennsylvania Station, asking for a 
train to take her back to her native 
Italy. But the dangerous’ age for 
running away is between 12 and 20. 

In all these cases the Travelers’ 
Aid Society offers sympathy: and 
help to girls who have left home, and 
does everything possible to bring 
about a feeling of confidence and 
understanding between children and 
parents,

Oysters. their cohogs, Maine has 

protected her lobsters 
with marine forces. But it has re- 
mained for the east end of Long 
Island to prepare for a war between 
oystermen and escallopers. 

The latter have been accustomed 
to earn their living by collecting the 
luscious mollusk called the scallop. 
New Yorkers who have enjoyed this 
seafood in the restaurants will not be 
surprised to learn that some of these 
gentlemen have been accustomed 
to alternate escalloping with trips 
to Florida. But now, it appears, the 
scallops are getting scarce and the 
oystermen are being blamed by the 
escallopers for disturbing the bay 
bottoms where the mollusks formerly 
waited to be taken, There is even 
talk of violence. 

In the Wild West a generation ago 
a conflict arose between the sheep 
men and the cattle men. There 
were constant personal encounters 
after which the quicker on the trigger 
buried the slower. In Maryland this 
Summer they settled the bivalve war 
with machine-guns and one-pounders. 

New Yorkers will find it difficult 
to know with which group to side 
if the Long Islanders go to war. Both 
oystering and escalloping have be- 
come essential industries. Anything 
that interferes with either cannot but 
be “‘viewed with alarm.”’ It behooves 
the President, therefore, to see that 
enough troops and ships are thrown 
into the eastern end of Long Island 
to preserve order and to insure an 
uninterrupted supply of mollusks of 
all kinds. If we are to have a Big 
Navy, we might as well use it. 


The spirit back of 
the home grounds 
improvement con- 
tests now being 
conducted in va- 
rious States is an ,interesting. devel- 
opment in American life. These go 
far beyond the old-fashioned clean-up 
weeks that have been advocated from 
time to time and are kin to the con- 
tests for planning the planting of 
small suburban plots which are now 
a feature of the flower shows each 
year.

“‘Therefore reform Judaism does 
not believe in assimilation by or 
amalgamation with liberal Christian- 
ity, but stresses the need of cooperat- 
ing with it in helping to bring about 
a nobler civilization. 

‘‘Reform Judaism is apparently an 
anomaly, because while it is in one 
sense a universal religion, in that its 
teachings and principles have refer- 
rence to the entire human family, .it 
ig at the same time an ethnic re- 
ligion, born of the genius of the Jew- 
ish people. Jews are Jews.by birth, 
whereas Christians ‘are Christians by 
confession or conversion.’’ 

Dr. Krass paid tribute to Dr. Koh- 
ler as an outstanding representative 
of reform Judaism. 

‘‘Both by -the spoken word and in 
his veritinie ’” Dr. Krass declared, 
‘Dr... Kohler’ left a rich legacy not 
only to Jews but to men an eee 
who seek to know. the meaning of 
spirituality.’’

of its policemen, and I.am proud to 
be their’ Commissioner,’’ said Police 
Gommissioner Warren at the annual 
memorial service for the decéased 
Jewish members of the force at 
Mount Neboh Temple, 150th Street, 
yesterday afternoon. 

‘“‘There are seven men who are not 
here today but who probably would 
be still with us if they had not been 
killed in the performance of their 
duty during 1927,” Mr. Warren con- 
tinued. ‘‘Three of them were not 
actually on duty when they were 
Killed. These seven men are ex- 
amples of the bravery’ and courage 
we have learned to expect of the 
average policeman.’’ 

The service was attended by “350 
uniformed. policemen and fifty de- 
tectives and about a thousand. ci- 
vilians. 

The Rev. Aaron Eiseman, rabbi of 
Mount Neboh Temple, addressing 
the uniformed men, said: 

‘*Man loves power, but power is a 
very dangerous instrument. I often 
think that a great many of you men 
go into the. Police Department. be- 
cause you love power.

But beware 
that you do not misuse that povrer. 

“In our generation we have more 
freedom and emancipation than ever 
before.

The great trouble with so many of 
us is that we have a wrong interpre- 
tation of the word liberty.» Liberty 
must mean law; emancipation must 
mean consecration.

SCORES CHURCH MARRIAGES. 


Dr. Slaten Deplores Religious Grip 
on Civil Contracts, 


Marriage as fostered by established 
churches was attacked by the Rev. 
Dr. A. Wakefield Slaten, pastor of 
the West Side Unitarian Church, 
West 110th Street near Broadway, 
in his sermon yesterday morning. 

“It is unfortunate,’’ Dr. Slaten, 


said, ‘‘that Judge Lindsey should 
have po wlarized the catch phrase, 
‘com Salsuate marriage,’ for most 
people now either approve or disap- 
prove of ‘companionate marriage’ 
without having the least idea what 
it means.” 

He made a strong plea for wide 
dissemination of birth-control infor- 
mation.

The attitude of the speculative mar- 
kets toward the Federal Reserve has 
come to be one of the oddities of our 
financial system. The Stock Ex- 
change in particular is in the habit 
of interpreting changes in the official 
discount rate, whether downward or 
upward, primarily as expression of 
approval or disapproval of conditions 
in the market: That view of the 
case began to be taken in 1919. Wall 
Street was then entirely aware that 
the low Reserve bank rate was 
absurdly out of touch with the 
tightening money market, and that 
the only reason why it was kept so 
low was to help the Treasury finance 
its floating debt. Nevertheless, the 
Stock Exchange speculators twisted 
the Reserve bank’s unchanged rate 
into tacit approbation of: the furious 
rise in stocks. When the rate at last 
was raised 4% or % of 1 per cent in 
November of that year, the stock 
market instantly declared the action 
to be an attack on its own position. 

Much the same point of view was 
taken when the Boston bank rate 
went up from 3% per cent. to 4 in 
November, 1925. On that occasion, 
as in Chicago’s action of last week, 
only one Reserve bank took the step; 
the others followed very deliberately, 
and the New York bank made no 
change until the ensuing January. 
Nevertheless, the stock market as- 
sumed at once that the 4 per cent. 
rate expressed official hostility to the 
Stock Exchange’ speculation for the 
rise, which in fact was just then run- 
ning rather wild. On the other hand, 
last August’s reduction of the New 
York bank rate from 4 to 3%, and 
particularly the Reserve Board’s in- 
sistence on the same reduction at 
Chicago, were certainly taken by the 
speculators as an indication that the 
Federal Reserve found no objection 
to their activities. 

This attitude gave the Federal Re- 
serve a singular advantage. It nat- 
urally disliked to imetir the responsi- 
bility of committing itself to an opin- 
ion on the course of stocks, but the 
Wall Street idea of a rise in rates 
relieved the Reserve banks of such

Interest’ Taken In Large French 
Export Surplus for 1927 
Despite Higher Franc.

PARIS, Jan. 29.—Removal of the 
prohibition on exports of French cap- 
ital. is beginning to take effect defi- 
nitely... Banks last week were busy 
Placing part of their available funds 
on foreign markets, where the money 
could find temporary employment at 
a slightly better rate than in the 
Paris market. Private individuals 
also, began to take advantage of the 
recovered liberty to invest in foreign 
securities not dealt in on the Paris 
Bourse. 

All of these operations had the ef- 
fect of reducing considerably the 
amount of foreign exchange which 
the Bank of France is obliged to 
purchase to maintain stability for the 
franc.. Since the bank has also been 
able to increase its loans of foreign 
exchange against francs to private 
banks, it is believed that equilibrium 
has almost been established on the 
exchange market and that there is 
now little occasion for issue of bank 
notes against purchases of foreign 
bills. 

Easy Money Continues. 

Nevertheless, the existing plethora 
on the money market has not been 
diminished and rates remain ex- 
tremely easy, three months’ dis- 
counts still going at 2% per cent. 
Stimulated by these favorable money 
market conditions and by the ap- 
proach of legal stabilization (which 
is now considered to be inevitable 
immediately after the elections) the 
Bourse has been extremely firm. It 
was noteworthy that the rise in 
rentes and French securities was 
chiefly caused by foreign speculators. 

Foreign trade results for the whole 
year 1927 excited interest, in view of 
prediction a year ago that revalua- 
tion of the franc would impair the 
export surplus. Total excess of ex- 
ports over imports last year reached 
2,371 million francs, whereas in 1926 
an export surplus of only 80 millions 
was attained. In quantity, the year’s 
exports aggregated 38,050,000 tons, 
compared with 32,548,000 tons the 
year before; the imports were 49,- 
358,000, against 45,393,000 in 1926. 


Last Year’s Increased Exports. 


Comparison of these figures with 
the value of the foreign trade in 
France shows the effect of lower 
prices; while imports and exports 
both decreased in total value they 
increased in weight. Measured by 
quantity, the year’s exports increased 
in all categories of raw materials, 
foodstuffs and manufactured goods; 
the imports increased chiefly in coal 
and foodstuffs. 

From these figures the general con- 
clusion is drawn that, while the 
money value of both exports and 
imports decreased as compared with 
a year before, that consideration is 
superseded in importance by the very 
considerable enlargement of actual 
transactions and the improvement in 
the visible trade balance.

Coal production in 1927 
‘was 153,597,000 tons, as compared 
with 145,279,174 in 1926. Lignite out- 
put was 150,805,711 tons, against 139,- 
150,557. Last year’s steel production 
reached 16,305,330 tons, against 12,- 
341,636 the year before, and rolling 
mill products were 12,829,184 tons, 
against 10,276,082. 

The machinery industry sold 2,600,- 
000. tons of products in 1927. This 
was less than the 3,200,000 tons 
of 1923, but last year’s excess of 
machinery exports over imports, 
750,000,000 marks, was the largest of 
all German exports.

“‘Bchoes of. construction methods 
brought out by” ithe “Mayor’s Com- 
mittee in its recent complaint about 
_leaky school buildings were heard 
when the Eastern Hollow Building 
Tile Manufacturers’ Association met 
here last week, writes Alien E. Beals 
im the’ current Dow Service Daily 

The Mitchel/Rand Manufacturing 
Company, “the” Hydro-Bar™ Corpora- 
tion, the Griffen Roofing Company 
and the National Fireproofing Com- 
pany have been conducting indepen- 
dent investigations to ascertain the 
cause of the conditions complained 
of, and the latter’s report to the 
Eastern Hollow Building Tile Manu- 
facturers’ Association put the re- 
sponsibility for the leakages direct- 
ly upon the supervision, or lack of 
it, that is given to public school 
work, according to Mr. Beals. 

P. H. Bevier, Chief Ensineer of 
the National Fireproofing Company, 
reported the following conditions: 

“In the schools the 12-inch parapet 
walls are built of solid common brick 
where there has been trouble from 
leaks “and examination shows that 
the rain drives through the shrink- 

e cracks and defects in the mortar 
joints, and reaches the inside of the 
parapet walls. 

“"The inside of these walls is not 
always built by laying the brick with 
‘shoved’ joints with the inside course 
grouted to make’a solid wah, as spec- 
-ifications of the Board of Education 
call for; the result being that the 
water; after it passes the outside 
course of brick, runs down through 
the..open. joints in. the inside and 
passes outside of the roof flashing 
and reaches the ceiling concrete slab 
and the inside of the wall. 

“Engineering investigation devel- 
oped that in a few of the worst cases 
the water had gone right through 
the bad mortar joints and wet the 
whole wall.behind them, and while 
such cases were found to be rare the 
results were the same—whether the 
Walls were made of brick or tile. 

. “The specifications for the schools 
are, without question, properly writ- 
ten, biit the complaints of water leak- 
age are easily traced to the lack of 
propet supervision and inspection. 
A number of schools built by experi- 
enced gereral contractors who keep 
supervision of construction up to a 
~high standard are absolutely dry un- 
“der all weather conditions.” 

Henry M. Keasbey, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the National 
Fireproofing Company, said: 

“*An injustice has been done not 
qniy. to hollow up fireproofing man- 
ufacturers, but to brick and other 
building material interests, by the 
inference contained. in the report of 
the Mayors’ Committee to the effect 
that the type of walls used in public 
.achool ring coring romagh he in this city is

Alexander Otis said Jast night that 
he had been retained last year.as 
counsel by the Hell Gate pilots to 
oppose the bill to abolish. their .of- 
fices and that he had been paid: in 
the manner described in the fore- 
going dispatch.

BARGE OWNERS TO CUT 
CREWS DURING SLUMP 


One-Third of 3,000 Men to Lose 
Places in Economy Move— 
Coal Shipments Fell. 





Barge owners operating in New 
York harbor are about to cut down 
their working staffs, now estimated 
at about 3,000 men, in an economy 
drive forced upon them by the un- 
successful business season of 1927. It 
is expected that at least 1,000 men 
will be discharged.
